Atnuns, Feb. 26.—The Greeks have based 
great hopes on the insurrection in Thessaly, 
Epirus, and Crete.

Turkish peace conditions as now understood, 
Greece should assert the rights of Hellenism 
even by sending an army across the frontier 
again. 

A large force of Greek insurgerts has landed 
on the Albanian coast, and Is marching inward 
towards Dejvino.

Such are the reasons which have moved some 
who opposed the Silver bill as a disturbance 
which had no possibility of g and which 
had bad faith on its face, to ask the President 
to sign the bill. Suchis our view. Added to 
these ig the reason thata veto would be in 
vam, and would put a club in tue hands 
of the President's enemies. As to other 
measures for fully bringing in the silver 
standard, such as free coinage and the issuing 
of silver certificates upon bullion deposited, 
they can be brought forward in another bill. 
The effect of the Silver bill, as it now stands, 
has been wildly exaggerated by the New York 
daily pa —never very strong in money ques- 
tions. Toe ruin which they talk of from this 
bill if moonshine. And it may not result in 
the payment to 74 bondholder of a single 
dollar any cheaper than the dollar of gola.

The worst features of the Bland bill were 
stricken out, and if silver is to be remone- 
tized at all it is not likely that a falrer meas- 
ure will be passed. If the bill is vetoed itis 
more than likely tnat free coinage and the prof- 
ite of seigniorage to the silver-producer will be 
restored to any new bill that may be passed. 
. . and his party will be held respon- 
sible in the West for an attempt.to defeat re- 
monetization and will be held responsible in the 
East for a more damaging bill than the one 
now in his hands. 

Then, again, we have no doubt that if the bill 
is vetoed the wildest inflation legislation which 
has ever been proposed in Congress will be in- 
troduced at once, and will go through with a 
whirl. The public mind is in a condition to 
approve almost any measure which can 
be devised looking to a restoration of values. 
Inflation“ has lost its terror, and will no longer 
answer as a War-<cry with which to meet the 
tide of fanaticism which has seized upon the 
public mind. In fact, it now looks as if infla- 
tion would become the rallying word in the 
coming campaign. The financial agitation of 
the past sixty days has cost the nation millions 
already, and bankrupted thousands of busi- 
ness men, and the practical effect of the veto 

be to continue and intensify this contro- 
versial unrest. With the bili as passed we see 
little good and much evil to result from a 
veto. If the Bland bili in its nal enormity 
bad received the approval of the Senate, the 
President could not have hesitated a moment 
to veto it, but we believe his duty is equally 
cleat to the bill as it now stands.

The Ameri- 
can system of finance which will obtain in the near 
future, and I hope at once, —which I desire, —is: 

First—A dollar that sha)) have at all times a cer- 
tain fixed and stable ue below which it can- 
not go. 

Second—I!I demand the dollar shall be issued by 
Government alone in the exereise of its high pre- 
rogative and constitutional power, and that that 

wer shall not be delegated to any corporation or 
ndividual any more than Charles LI. ought to have 
delegated his prerogative of stamping gold coin 
for tne benefit of his paramours as & monopoly. 

Third—I want that doliar stamped on some con- 
venient and cheap material of the least possible 
intrinsic value, so that neither the wear nor its 
destruction will be any loss to the Government 
issuing it. 

Fourth—I also desire the dollar to be made of 
such material for the purpose that it shall never 
be exported or desirable to carry out of the coun- 
try. Framing an American system of finance, I 
do not propose to adapt it to the wants of any 
otber nation, and especially the who are 
nearly one quarter of the world. 

-I desire that the dollar so isened shall 
never be redeemed. I sec no more reason why the 
unit of the measure of value should de redeemed 
or redeemable than that the 8 with which 
I measure my cloth, or the quart with which I 
measure my milk shall be redeemed. 

Sicth—For convenience only I propose that the 
dollar so issued shall be quite equal or a little bet- 
ter than the present value of the average gold dol- 
lar of the world, not to be e or changeable. 
If the gold dollar grows lower in value or grows 
higher, not to be obliged to conform itself in value 
in apy regard to the dollar of any other nation of 
the world. keeping itself always stable and fixed, 
so that when the property of the country adjusts 
itself to it as a measure of value it shall remain a 
fixed standard forever. Butif itis ever cha 
it shall change equally and alike for creditor and 
debtor, not as the dollar based upon supposed gold, 
whore changes always have given the creditor the 
advantage. ° 

To give the greenback currency thus desired a 
fixed and stable value, I would make it fundable 
at all times at a sufficient number of places, con- 
venient to people, in coypon or ry 7 red bonds 
of $50 and multiples thereof up to $10,000, bear- 
ing interest at 3.65 per cent, payable semi-annual- 
ly, which bonds should be reconvertible into ur- 
rency at the pleasure of the holder at every public 
gepository. Thus I would have 4 curreney better 
than a gold currency, analterable in value, because 
founded upon wealth, power, and property, to- 

ether with ail the gold and silver of the country, 

eld by all the people whose interest it would be 
to keep it at a steady measure of value, to which 
all the property would soon accommodate itself, 
and ultimately the whole national debt would be 
brought home from abroad and funded into this 
national bond. This would give to A 
ien a non-exportable currency better than 
any other, capable at all times of being invested at 
home at an equal rate of Interest with the gold of 
the world, which is now in the Government 
securities invested at an average ofS per cent only. 

Before Mr. Butler had taken hie seat, Mr. Chit- 
tenden rose to ask him some questions.

Mr. T. B. Blackstone, President, and Judge 
Beckwith, General Solicitor of the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad, were as happy yesterday as two 
men could possibly be. They wore a self-satis- 
fied expression, and their joyful demeanor be- 
tokened some unusually satisfactory occurrence. 
And they had good cause for feeling so. Dur- 
ing the afternoon they received information of 
a decision in their favor bythe Court of Appeals 
in the long-pending Wiggins Ferry case. Had 
the Court decided against the Company, it 
would have been out of pocket several hundred 
thousand dollars, which it will save now, for 
the Court decides every point in favor of the 
Alton Read. The Wiggins Ferry Company 
claimed that it had a contract with the Chicago 
& Alton for transferring ite business from 
Venice to St. Louis, across the Mississippi, but 
that the railroad Company was taking its busi- 
ness across the bridge, thus breakin 
the contract. The Chicago & Alton 
road Company claimed that tuere 
was no bridge when the contract was made, and 
at that time the shippers did not care in which 
way their goods were trensferred. But since 
the completion of the bridge the shippers di- 
rected their pow this way, and the Company 
had to transfer them according to consignment. 
In the lower courts the decree was against the 
railroad, and the decision is on an appeal. The 
Court decides, first, cause went to referee on

GOLD AND SILVER. 


Need of Bi-Metalism—Rights of Debtors. 
In an article in the Bankers’ Magazine, Mr. 
George M. Weston says: “The proposition, 
which is true, that under the double standard 
the cheaper metal drives out the dearer, is 
changed into a proposition which is not true, 
by the verbal thimble-rigging of saying that in 
that case the bad money drives out the good. 
The invincible advantage of the double standard 
is that it keeps the best metal in circulation, be- 
cause the cheapest is the best in almost all cases. 
It is so, because in almost all cases the cheapest 
more nearly preserves the existing status of 
prices, and prevents an unjust enhdncement of 
the burden of debts and a perversion of the 
equity of contracts. Albert Gallatin, in his 
„answer made in 1829 to the complaint that 
the double standard compelled creditors to 
accept always the cheaper metal, considered 
that it was sufficient to say that a divergence of 
the market relation between the metals was as 
likely to be caused by a rise iv one of them as 
by a fall in the other, and that as the choice of 
the medium of payment must necessarily be 
given to one or the other party to money con- 
tracts, it would be no more just, and less expe- 
dient, to give it to the creditor. Beyona ques- 
tion, that was aenfficient answer. It rests upon 
the impregnable principle of the Code Napoleon 
that every evenly-balanced case shail be resolved 
in favor of the debtor. But it ts oY no means 80 
strong an answer as is warranted by the facts of 
experience since 1829. So far, divergences in 
the relative market relations of the metals have 
arisen invariably from a rise in one of them. 
That is true of the divergence since 1872.7.

if he will; itis within his reach, let him 
grasp it. In this connection, we urge the 
Secretary to examine carefully, painstaking- 
ly the Bureau-of-Samples system outlined 
in Taz Tarpunz some weeks ago. It is sim- 
ple and inexpensive, and, if faithfully car- 
ried out, is sure to work the detection of 
some, we believe many, of the worst frauds 
known to the service. Its adoption will be 
opposed by every Treasury official who is in 
favor of the retention by New York City of 
the entire import trade of the country. Let 
the Secretary look with suspicion upon all 
such advisers, unless they are able to give 
good reasons for opposition to the scheme.

SHALL THERE BE A VETO! 
It is still a matter of uncertainty as to 


whether the President will veto the Silver 
bill or not. The opponents of the bill assert 
confidently that the President will return the 
act to Congress without his approval, giving 
his reasons therefor. The bill was presented 
to the President on the 25th of February, 
and he has until Thursday, March 7, on which 
to return it, unsigned, if he shall so deter- 
mine. 


The President has a choice of action. 
(1) He may return the bill without his ap- 
proval and with his reasons; that will be a 
direet veto, in which case the House first 
and the Senate afterwards will have to vote 
on the simple question, Shall the bill pass, 
notwithstanding the objections of the Presi- 
dent?” If two-thirds of the members 
present in each House shall vote for the bill, 
it will become a law. (2) The President 
may retain the bill in his possession, without 
any other action, in which case it will be- 
come a law at the expiration of ten days 
from the time it was presented to him. (3) 
He may sign the bill, and at the same time 
notify the two Houses that he has done so 
having serious doubts as to the wisdom 
of the legislation. We have no idea that 
there is any doubt as to the passage of the 
bill even in case the President shall. veto it, 
so that a veto can have no effect in defeating 
the law ; it will merely serve to show how 
far the President has separated himself from 
the country as represented in both branches 
of Congress, and as represented by the uni- 
versal sentiment of the people. It will be 
an advertisement by the Administration that 
the Executive proposes to manage the Gov- 
ernment as a personal establishment, and 
without any deference to party or public 
opinion, As we pointed out yesterday, there 
have been previous Administrations which 
have undertaken to govern the country and 
coerce the will of Congress and of the 
people by the use of the veto, 
but the success of suck Admin- 
istrations has not been of a character 
offering encouragement to imitators. Jong 
Trin resorted to the veto freely, and had 
the effect of reducing the supporters of his 
Administration to the number of his Cabinet 
officers. President Jomxson tried the same 
policy, and, despite his personal appeals to 
the country while “swinging around the 
circle,” the people refused to be governed 
through the agency of a faction sustained 
by the Executive voto. In fact, as a coercive 
system, the veto power must always prove a 
failure in a free country, and the exercise of 
the veto power in the case of this Silver bill 
will meet with an overwhelming rebuke 
from the people of both parties in at least 
thirty States of the Union in November 
nent; and how far that rebuke may be ac- 
companied by a demand for new and radical 
legislation is a matter worthy of serious 
consideration. The effect of such a veto up- 
on political organizations at the elections in 
November next for Representatives in Con- 
gress and for the choice of State Legisla- 
tures cannot fail to be utterly disastrous to 
the faction and to the Administration that 
shall by this veto invite public reprobation. 
If the President have any personal convio- 
tions inducing him to disapprove the Silver 
bill in any of its parts, that fact does not re- 
quire him to put the country at defiance and 
to renounce all desire and hope of popular 
support for his Administration. The faction 
in Congress which demands this veto is not

with vengegnce, have endeavored to defeat 
its policy, and have made the only war that 
has been made against the President person- 
ally, and against the measures he has pro- 
posed. Between the assaults of this faction 
and the President the country at large has 
interposed for his defense and support, and 
now the President, by this veto, abandons 
the cause of the people, treats with contempt 
the almost unanimous appeals of the country, 
and disregards the emphatic declarations of 
Congress, for what? That he may air a little 
impotent rhetoric in behalf of the cent-per- 
cent gentry who claim that all Government 
derives its just powers from the consent of 
Wall street. If the veto shall be barren of 
results in the way of defeating the Silver 
bill, this very class will care very little for 
what the President may say in his message, 
and may express a wonder why he commit- 
ted such an act, knowing it could do no good. 

The President, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the anti-silver faction may as 
well understand at once and forever that the 
sceptre has departed from Wall street for- 
ever. The power that produced the legisla- 
tion that in 1869 made the paper obligations 
of the country payable in coin; which in 
1873 demonetized silver and made them 
payable in gold; that in 1875 fixed an arbi- 
trary datein 1879 for the payment of all 
debts, public and private, in gold coin, has 
ceased to govern. There is a national re- 
volt, and that revolt will be intensified 
should the President seek to perpetuate that 
despotism by a resort to the use of the arbi- 
trary veto on the popular will. On this sil- 
ver question there is no party division. The 
Republican States of Iowa and Kansas are 
as unanimous as the Democratic States of 
Kentucky and Indiana. 

The President has already conceded that 
this Silver bill involves questions which are 
exclusively within the jarisdiction of legis- 
lative discretion, and which the Executive 
has no moral right to defeat by a veto. Un- 
der these circumstance we do not believe the 
President will take this extraordinary step in 
a fruitless effort to maintain the scandalous 
and shameless fraud enacted in 1873 by 
which the silver dollar was demonetized.

HOW BONDS WENT UP AND GOLD OAME 
Down 


No public journal in the United States is 
so sorely disappointed in the effect of the 
passage of the Silver bill as Jax Goto 
New York Tridune. It had predicted for 
the United States woes unspeakable; the 
nation would receive a death-wound; the 
public credit would expire under the fatal 
stab; gold would bound up to a frightful 
height; the bottom would fall out of 
greenbacks, and the “ debased,” bogus, 
“token,” “clipped” silver dollar, like the 
Carof Juggernaut, would roll over and crush 
everything in its pathway. Inshort, that we 
should have a permanent experience of 
„Black Fridays” such as Goutp himself gave 
New York a dose of some years ago. But the 
bill passed by awful and terrorizing majori- 
ties, and what are thé visible effects? Gold 
has gone down, bonds have gone up, 
and the public credit has been strengthened ! 
The cablegrams from London show that sil- 
ver bullion had advanced in gold price, and 
nobody is hurt, however many fools were 
scared. 

The New York gold-bug papers have be- 
gun already to change their tone. They are 
less violent, virulent, and vituperative to- 
wards the advocates of silver. They have 
commenced to ** hedge on the effects of the 
law, and put forth new views on the prob- 
abilities as to silver.” They even condi- 
tionally praise the bill as amended by the 
Senate. They admit now that the mints 
can turn out forty millions a year, and per- 
haps more,” whereas a fortnight ago the 
same journals insisted that not more than 
two millions per month could be struck off. 
Dr. Laxpznman freely admits that the mints 
of Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Carson 
ean turn out three and oa half millions a 
month, without interfering with the coinage 
of gold or subsidiary silver, and that if the 
New Orleans mint is set at work an addi- 
tional million a month can be struck there, 
making the full forty-eight millions per 
year contemplated by the bill The 
“ gold-bugs” are reluctantly telling the 
truth. It oozes out by degrees, but still it 
oozes.

Gold is worth only a “small premium in 
greenbacks.” If the Buawp”™ dollars shall 
beof equal purchasing power with gold, how 
are the bondholders hurt or ruined? Jar 
Goto admits that the “ debased,” *‘ clipped,” 
much-slandered old silver dollar will bound 
up to par with legal-tender notes, and may 
be worth a small premium overthem. Be- 
fore the Axion Silver bill passed the 
House, the bullion in a silver dollar was 
worth but a fraction over 90 cents. Green- 
backs are worth 98 in gold. The advance of 
the legal-tender silver over bullion silver will 
therefore, by Jax Govnp’s confession, be 
eight cents or more, for he says that the 
silver dollar may be worth a premium upon 
greenbacks. Call this premium but 1 per 
cent, and the purchasing power of the ailver 
dollar will equal 99 cents in gold. Suppose 
the bondholders are paid their interest in 
silver worth 99 per cent, they will not be as 
badly off as the people who pay the taxes. 

Govuup admits that the silver dollar will be 
worth as much anyway as the greenback. 
This of course means in purchasing power 
and exchangeability. If a man has $100 in 
silver, he will be able to exchange it for $98, 
or maybe more. This is the admission of 
the New York Tribune, remember. What, 
then, becomes of the ‘‘90-cent-dollar” cry, 
with which Gomo has streaked the pale 
air”? He and his print now stand self-con- 
fessed humbuggers and willful deceivers. He 
very coolly observes in his paper: 

This view of the matter seems to have been 
adopted in Wall street and in London, for the price 
of gold has fallen in New York, and United States 
bends have advanced in Lombard street since the 
passage of the amended bill. 

After this admission, it would be becoming 
if Gou.p would take in his sign and put up 
his shutters, for he can hardly expect his be- 
fooled readers to place any further faith or 
reliance on anything he may hereafter say 
against the old silver. dollar.

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 

At present, quiet still reigns in Europe. 
The different Powers concerned in the set- 
tlement of the Eastern question whose in- 
terests are Opposed to those of Russia ap- 
pear to have based their hopes upon the 
Congress, by which it is nervously expected 
the many vexed and conflicting interests 
may be, through some miraculous means, 
satisfactorily settled and cared for. Practio- 
ally speaking, these interests are such that, 
when combined, and if enforced by the Con- 
gress, Russia would be deprived of every re- 


that Russia shall not obtain a leading in- 


fluence in or control of any portion of the 
Turkish Empire. 
On the other hand, the interests of Russia 
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regard to the freedom of water-way through 
the straits and bodies of water involved in 
the controversy are indicative of the views 
held by the German Government as to the 
Bosphorus and Dardanelles, and it may 
fairly be supposed that Russia's claim for 
the freedom of these straits will meet with 
German support. His declaration that prac- 
tically he can see nothing in the preliminary 
terms of peace to cause uneasiness to any 
European Power, makes it plain that, up to 
this time, Russia has done nothing to incur 
German displeasure, and that the terms 
which she has dictated for the settlement of 
all disputed questions will not meet with 
German opposition. Situated as Germany 
is, her immediate interests can in no way be 
involved. She would no doubt view with 
distrust any attempt made by ber colossal 
neighbor to increase her power by annexa- 
tion of European territory, aud would doubt- 
less oppose such an attempt; but so skillful 
has been the diplomacy of Gonrscnaxorr in 
regard to the Danubian principalities that, 
while gaining all he desired through them, 
in opposition to other Powers, by giving the 
principalities freedom from Turkish dues, he 
has in no way excited the jealousy of the 
German Government. Should no new com- 
plications arise, and the casé as it now is be 
submitted to the Congress, the indications 
are clear that the terms proposed by Russia 
will not only not be opposed by Germany, 
but that many, if not all, of them will meet 
with German support. Unquestionably, the 
annexation of the small portion of Bessara- 
bia which embraces the mouths of the Dan- 
ube by Russia would not be. sufficient to 
cause Germany to change her policy of non- 
interference. Already ,Rassia owns the larg- 
er portion of Bessarabia, and the addition of 
this small strip can in no way affect German 
interests. 

Assured thus in advance of the policy 
which Germany will pursue, Russia con- 
tinues, pending the meeting of the Con- 
gress, to gather in and render secure the re- 
sults of her overwhelming success. She evi- 
dently cares nothing for the timid hostility 
of Austria, or for the impotent threats of 
England, but pursues her resistless course, 
regardless of their wishes or interests. In 
the meantime, the Governments of these 
two countries are practically doing but little 
to prevent her. It is true England has sent 
her fleet into the Sea of Marmora, and Aus- 
tria, it is said, is secretly mobilizing a small 
corps for service in Gallicia, but for any 
practical purpose in opposing Russian de- 
signs these measures are powerless. The 
English fleet in its present position seems 
useless, and, if hostilities should occur with 
the Russians, would be in great danger of 
destruction by Russian torpedoes. No se- 
rious effort appears to be in process for calling 
out its military strength by either coun- 
try, while Russia is reported as not 
only increasing her armies by large 
additions, but as stationing them 
in those positions from which she can best 
meet and overcome any aggressive ac- 
tion on their part. It is apparent that 
both England and Austria would like 
to attack her, but it is equally clear that 
both are afraid. Each seems insanely to be- 
lieve that the Congress will accomplish in 
their behalf that which they, have been too 
timid heretofore to fight for, and each has 
postponed, until some future time, the mili- 
tary measures which, ina war with Russia 
for the settlement of existing questions, 
should now be completed. The united 
armies of England and Austria do not equal 
that of Russia either in numbers or efficiency. 
For the mobilization of an army, especially 
in England, time is necessary, and it may be 
predicted that if, dissatisfied with the result 
of the Congress, either England or Austria 
or both of them should declare war against 
Russia, they will enter upon it with insuffi- 
cient and ill-regulated means, while Russia 
will be fully prepared in every respect. 
Under such cicumstances, the success of the 
latter scarcely seems a matter of doubt.

Association of Eastern Ontario New 
Brunswick — Fish — O'Donovan Kossa— 
Heavy Failures.

BELLEVILLE, Ont., Feb. 24.—The Dairymen’s 
Association of Eastern Ontario have just held 
a very successful Convention here. 

Prof. Bell, of Albert College, delivered the 
annual address. He said the total cheese-prod- 
uct of Ontario for the past year was 44,000,000 
pounds, and of butter 13,745,000 pounds. 

Prof. Wetherell, of the Live-Stock Journal, 
delivered an address on feeding and feeding 
dairy-stock. He said the most profitable dairy- 
cows had been bred from Short-Horns and Hol- 
stcins, and advocated feeding in the stable in- 
stead of pasturing, ard the weeding out of un- 
profitable cows. 

The Hon. X. A. Willard, or Little Falls, N. 
T., advocated the making of butter in the win- 
ter-season, &s the work can be easily perform- 
ed, and the product will realize the best price. 
He urged the maktug of fle Cheddar-cheese, 
to suit the English market; and attributed the 
inferiority of American cheese to defective 
curing-rooms. 

The Hon. Harris Lewis said the West had the 
advantage of the East in winter-dairying, hav- 
ing cheap grain. He did not believe winter- 
dairying could be made to pay in the Kast. He 
advocated the continuance of the present sys- 
tem, so that both sections could put their 
product on the market when most valuable. 

Mr. Hoxie, of Wilkesboro, N. Y., read a pa- 
— on Holstein cattle as dairy-cows, and claimed 
— 2 superior milk-production to any other 

Prof. Arnold delivered an address on cheecse- 
making, and spoke to precisely the same effect 
as at the Western Dairymen’s Convention, at 
Ingersoll.

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CITY WARRANTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnc, Feb. 26.—The Comptroller, in com- 
menting upon my ideas of the size, ete., of 
city warrants, to one of your reporters, says: 
„% We wouldn't make them draw interest, since 
we have no right to do so under the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Law case.” If that 


is so, it is the strongest argument in favor of 
using them in small amounts, so that small tax- 
payers car use them, and thus to that extent 
prevent the brokers shaving them. For small 
warrants are more acceptable to the people 
than large ones, as I know by experience, while 
a large one is just what the brokers would like 
to shave. 

Suppose I had $100 in $5-warrants, and really 
only needed $10 in current money. tconld gest 
three of the warrants to some of my tax- 
paying neighbors at par, or nearly so, or if I 
could not. and had to goto a broker, I need 
discount only on three warrants ($15), and save 
a sacrifice on the rest; whereas, if the $100 was 
all one warrant, I would be unable to sell to 
small taxpayers, and be forced to submit to a 
broker’s own rates of shaving on the whole 6100 
in order to get the needed $10 in current funds! 

Now tnen, right here, if the city has a right, 
or is compelled, to issne warrants at all, it can 
issue them in small sizes as well as large 
ones, and should do so, to save its employes as 
much as possible from beavy and unnecessary 
shaving, and enable small taxpayers to get hold 
of them, as well as large taxpayers. If they are 
in large-size Warrants, small xpayers will be 
unable to profit by the discount on them, and 
throw the profit of discount entirely into the 
hands of large taxpayers and brokers. 

The Comptrolier also said that workingmen 
and workingwomen of the city took the greater 
bart of the warrants of 1877, rather than put 
iu into a savings bank. If so, then thatisa 
good reason why the warrants should be so the 
poorest can get hold of a warrant of $5. 

He says such notes would not bind the city, 
and that they would be “simply scrip.” This 
remiads me of the Government scrip,’’ green- 
backs, so-called by the enemies of the Govern- 
ment, who contended that this Government 
scrip,” greepbacks, was “irredeemable.” An 
Ohio statesman ma public speech during the 
War took out 4 $5 “‘Government scrip,”’ and, 
holding it up before his audience, said, with all 
the force of contempt and sarcasm he could 
command, that at the close of War it would 
not be worth five cents!“ Yet, jo! the War has 
beeh closed this long while, and this very 
“serip’’ still passes current at par! And this 
great statesman and prophet is now a United 
States Senator, and I presume takes his pay in 
this same “‘scrip” that he once so much ab- 
horred, “The world moves.“ 

The “United States scrip ’—greenbacks— 
was not only denounced by many great states- 
men, but by bankers and financiers all over the 
country, who have fouud that they were quite 
mistaken, or else how bas this Government 
been run and maintained for this eighteen years 
on “serip”’? Though this “scrip ’’—green- 
backs—are no more binding on the United 
States Government than city scrip would be, 
vet every dollar will in time be take: up with 
binding notes or United States paper currency 
based on a specie basis, if not taken up entirely 
by the Resumption act if it is not repealed. 

Mind you, lam not coutending for city war- 
rants in preference to current funds, but only 
for small-size warrants in case the city does 
issue warrants. And if it can pay no interest, 
not even 5 per cent, then, as it will save the 
whole amount of interest, it can, in that case, 
afford to take the trouble to make the warrants 
of the best possible size for general use to small 
taxpayers. Though they may not become a cir- 
rulating medium at all. a form and size that 
will give them all the circulation possible will 
help the city employes, and city too, far more 
than a form and size that will not circulate 
them.

LINCOLN AT 40. 

Bpectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 24.—A young Cleveland 
artist has just completed a crayon portrait of 
far more than ordinary merit, a description of 
which cannot fafl to be of much interest to the 
public. It is nothing more nor less than a por- 
trait of Abraham Lincoln at 40, and has a histo- 
ry not unmixed both with romance and humor. 
It recalls the time when the author of the 
Emancipation Proclamation was, as he after- 
wards frequently termed himself, a “ prairie 
lawyer.“ Tue manner in which the artist ob- 
tained the rare impression from which he was 
enabled to reproduce a life-like picture is that 
which should Orst be explained, and really con- 
tains the principal matter of interest. 

A young attorney of this city is paying his 
attentions to a lady who resides in a quiet In- 
diana village. During a visit there last summer 
he heard that a farmer living a few miles out of 
the village was in possession of a daguerreotype 
picture of Lincoln, which was very old, and 
which was much prized by the owner. The at- 
—＋ iy curiosity naturally led him to go and 
see the farmer and make inquiries. From the 
place of honor among the cherished mementoes 
and heirlooms of the family on the parlor-table, 
a picture, old-style in finish, inclosed in the 
thick, heavy leather case of that carly day of 
the art, was prodaced. The young man gazed 
upon it with delight. It 1 
a good picture for ove of t kind, and 
the lapse of nearly thirty years had not been 
sufficient to fade it to any perceptible extent. 
It represented the greatest of recent Presi- 
dents in a light in which he had never been 
shown before. It was a full-person portrait, 
and, of course, represented a man of Lincoln’s 
naturally-marked figure in quite coarse propor- 
tions. He sat cross-legged, with his long hair 
— 2 — back from his massive ſore- 
head. boots bad the appearance of being 
rather coarse, and fully large enough for his 
feet. His bands also were marked in size. His 
dress appears quite careless; but this is, in 
all probability, partly attributable to the 
fact that it so far out of style 
at the present day. But the feature 
of the picture which most attracted attention, 
which furnished most food for study, was the 
face. It was closely shaved all over, and did 
not contain those deeply-marked and distin- 
guishing lines which have me so familiar to 
usin all the later pictures. The general out- 
lune of the features were the same, however, as 
shown in later pictures. the spare cheeks, the 
deep eyes, the sober, thouchtful mouth, which 
makes the impression upon your mind that 
there is a joke struggling for utterance. There 
was about t®e picture an air of assumed and 
studied ease and constrained freedom which it 
was uusuccessfully attempted to hide, and the 
result was what you would believe to be a nat- 
ural awkwardness. 

From the old farmer the fotlowivg history of 
the picture was obtained: At the time when 
the sitting was obtained, Lincoln was an almost 
unknown lawyer in Ilinois. He possessed a 
clever local reputation in various branches of 
his profession; had been in the Legislature a 
term or two; and was frequentiy retained as 
assistant counsel in cases of more than ordinary 
interest which came up in adjoining counties. 
On one bf these trips into a neighborin county, 
he was engaged in court at a little rural county- 
town, and one of his many friends ana ardent 
admirers, a resident lawyer, insisted that Lin- 
coln should give him a picture. 

“The idea! said Lincoln. Why, I never 
sat for a picture in my lite.“ 

“Well, you can’t sit younger, Abe,” said his 
friend: 8 come in here.” 

They had just reached a traveling daguerreo- 
typer’s car. which had arrived during court- 
week, and was drawn up on the Public square. 

“If the picture can be of any consolation or 
possible value to you, 1 don't know as I have 
any objection,”’ said Lincoln; “but I haven't 
got my Sunday-clothes on now.“ 

His {riend assured him that that could make 
no difference, and, in fact, that he preferred to 
have the picture taken just then and in the 
present attire. And thus they entered the car, 
and Lincoln, poking back his hair from his fore- 
head, with a joke to the operator in regard to mak 
ma a cood- looking picture from a homely subject, 
and without any consultation of a mirror, took 
his seat. After making ar inquirv in regard to 
whether he was looking into a glass, and ex- 
pressing a hope that it might not break withthe 
pressure of hig homely reflection, he began the 
long siege of sitting still for the impression. 
Upon rising, he remarked to his companion: 

“Gracious!* I'd rather make a long speech 
than go through with that again. I didn’t know 
before that it "7 — —— a Kage J to sit still,” 

Upon see e ure, he expressed himself 
as pene oe with the ruffled condition of the 
hair; but his friend insisted upon its perfect ac- 
curacy, and refused to permit a second sitting. 

Liucoln's lawyer-friend died many years ag

THE CUISINE IN SWEDEN. 
Lippincottis Magazine. . 
The habit of lunching in the very presence o 
dinner, of going to a side-table and eating your 
fill of anchovies, raw herrings, smoked beef, and 
cold eel-pie while dinner is on the, very table, 


“ still prevails, and is hardly conducive to health. 


It is said that the habit of taking “a sup,” as 
the Swedes call it, arose from the scarcity of 
delicacies. It was hard to get enough of any 
one nice thing to make a meal of, so you were 
first delicately innuendoed off to the brandy- 
table (as it is called), and then allowed 
to sit down to ‘inner. The practice 
is universal in Sweden. Private houses, 
hotels, and boarding-houses all feed you on pre- 
liminary scraps, and woe be to you if you inno- 
cently turn away from the proffered luncheon ! 
You fare like an ascetic and feed yourself on 
odors. The ordinary routine of dining seems in 
Sweden to be in d confusion. Soup some- 
times ends instead of beginning the dinner. 
Iced soups and cold fish are dainties to the 
Scandinavian palate. Much of the soup is nau- 
seously sweet, flavored with cherries, raspber- 
ries, and gooseberries, often with macaroon 
cakes and spikes of cinnamon floating wildly 
about in it. This is eaten as a sort of dessert, 
and is cold and often beautifully clear. If Heme 
bitterly revilea the English for bringing vegeta- 
bles on the table aw nat there is no such 
complaint to be made here. Heaven, earth, and 
hell are eaten with sauce,—sauces red, white, 
and blue, n, yellow, and black,—sauces ce- 
lestial and sauces infernal. Strange combina- 
tions of ice-cream heaped over delicious apple- 
tarts, or strange dishes of berry juice 
down and mixed with farina, sugar, and al- 
monds, then cooled, molded, and turned out 
into basins of cream, to be eaten with crushed 
sugar and wine, appear at the end of dinner. 
The Swedes share with the Danes and Arabs a 
passionate fondness for sweetmeats. Every- 
thing is slightly sweet; even n peas are su-

ALD. PEARSONS 
AND HIS WATER RATES. 

It was demonstrated yesterday that even an 
Alderman of the City of Chicago, powerful as 
may be the mfluence he is supposed to possess, 
may be sat down upon, and that, too, by an em- 
ploye of the city whose influence is not popularly 
supposed to be one tithe of that exerted by a City 
Father. The Alderman in question is no less a 
person than Ald. Pearsons, who in part represents 
the First Ward, while the other fellow is the head 
of the Water Department. Ald. Pearsons owns, 
among his other property, seven or eight houses 
on North Clark street near Division, which 
are arranged as flats. For some reason 
or other the water rents for the 
last half of the fiscal year had not been paid. They 
were due last November, but even after the usual 
thirty days’ grace the money was still not forth- 
coming, and all things continued as they were un- 
til day before yesterday, when the Water Depart- 
ment resolved on warlike measures. The man 
with the key was sent up tothe houses and set to 
turn off the water. He encountered little or no 
difficulty until he came tothe cellar belonging to 
the flats occupied by one of the tenants, and there 
he found that, in order to use his key, he had to 
Shovel away at least three tons of 
coal. business was somewhat new 
to him, but he appliea himself with a 
will, and was soon monarch of all he surveyed, 
including the water-pipe. The key was applied, 
the water tarned off, and by dark everybody in the 
flat was wondering what he or she should do when 
it came to washing hands or making tea. Natu- 
rally enough the Alderman's office and his agent's 
office were visited yesterday morning by an indig- 
nant constituency, who demanded to know why 
the water had been shut off. Then it came to light 
that there was some misunderstanding as to who 
should pay the water-rents,—landlord or ten- 
ants, —the former insisting that the latter were the 
proper persons to walk down to the City-Hall and 
settie, and the latter declaring that it was not d 
any manner of means so nominated in the bond. 
Pending the settlement of the difiiculty, Ald. Pear- 
sons’ agent was dispatched to the Water Office to 
say that it would be ail rightin a day or two, and 
to ask that the water be turned on. But the Water 
Offiee couldn't be induced to accept any such as- 
snrances, and at last accounts the inhabitants of 
the Alderman's flats were still without the water 
of the lake to carry on their domestic arrange- 
ments. Of course such a state of things cannot 
long continue. Either the Alde bis tenants. 
or the city must back down. he tenants 
eay they won't, the Water Office is 
not likely to back on its acts, 
and there no escape for the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, who will probably have to 
send his agent down to the powers that and are 
ordained of the City Council with a check. It is 
well known that there 1s not the liveliest sense of 
appreciation felt among the clerks in the Water 
Office for the Alderman and his efforts to cut down 
salaries, and the object of this negative sort of 
affection was disposed yesterday to view the raid 
upon his water-pipes as an exhibition of a feeling 
on their part akin to spite and born of a desire to 
get even. Thecierks, while they admitted that 
they were not exactly pieased with the Alderman’s 
„Style“ as shown in his efforts to cut down their 
salaries, denied that they were actuated by any 
such base motives.
